For example, indicating that sequences are "an alignment M in Figures 2 and 
12 does not negate the fact that the sequences are disclosed. Also, the single sequence identifiers disclosed in those figures do not 
match any of the disclosed sequences. 2) Indicating that "... Applicants note that upon indication of allowability of claims 1-41, they 
will consider preparing and submitting a terminal disclaimer ..." is not a proper response to the double-patenting rejection because it is 
not either an argument concerning the rejection or an indication that a TD will be filed. "Consider preparing" is not an actual 
committment to filing a TD and thus is not a proper response. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY
